The of the Postmaster Gen-
eral is s very intcresting document,
as showing, by the increase of the
business of the depsrtment, a cor-
responding incresse in the mental
condition of the people. It seems
from the report that there is a deficit
of some $2,000,000 ; or that the De-
partment fails by that amount to be
sellsupporting. The re-extension of
the postal system over the Southern
States, where the cost of carrying the
mails greatly exceeds the revenues
received from the comparstively
sparse populstion, is sssigned as the
cause of s large incresse of expendi-
tures over receipts.

The incresse of revenne for the
year as compared with 1b# previous
yesr is 9.37 per cest, while the in-
cresse in expenditures was 9.20 per
cent. 1fr, Ureswell ostimstes that
the postal matter sent out during the
year under the franks of members of
Congress, if psid for st the ordinary
rates, would have yiclded a reveoue
of three and a half millions of dollars,
or a sum large enough to hsve made
the Depsartment self-supporting. IHe
observes, in addition, that “great in.
convenience was experienced from
derangement and deluys in the reg-
ular and prompt tranamission of the
mails, csused by the immense amount
of free matter thrown suddenly, snd
without notice or system, upon the
postal routes of the country.”
